Shire Horses. 


The Shire horse, it is claimed 
by some, can be traced back for 
many centuries; according to 
some authorities, as far back as 
1500; others put their origin at 
a later date. At all events, we 
have a clear record from 1700. 
From that date to about fifty 

ears. since, we find that the 
hire horse was an animal of 
"aha size, with large and well- 
ormed head and body; 
but the one peculiar characteris- 
tic he possessed was the wonder- 
ful flow and bunch of long hair 
in front of his forelegs, com- 
mencing or shooting out from 
under the knee, and extending 
downwards in some cases quite 
to the ground; a large patch 
also proceeded from under the 
hock, but this not so long as 
on the forelegs. Traces of this 
we occasionally see up to the 
resent day, and where found it 
is a favorable indication and is 
— appreciated. In my 
ast importation had one, 
Barton by name, bought of the 
late Charles Mainprice of Ely, 
and bred by Charles Day of the 
same _ A nearer type of 
the old English Shire could 
hardly be found. He has abeau- 
tiful head, long neck, with splen- 
did, well arched crest—so high, 
in fact, as to make him look low 
in the back, with high rump, 
standing wide before and be- 
hind, and promising fine ac- 
tion. The hair from this horse’s 
knee reaches the ground, but as 
I ay it is very uncommon. 

The Shire is a very docile an- 
imal, kind andof good disposi- 
tion. It was common to see, be- 
fore the sr of compulsory ed- 
ucation, little boys and girls,too, 
driving along from town or farm 
to farm; not much higher 
than . the plow taking their 
of horses to do their day’s plow- 
ing, or one to haul manure on 
land, or any kind of farm work. 
I have seen these little fellows 
putting the collars and harness 
on, while the horse held his head 
down to assist in the operation. 
The Shire horse has also a good 
constitution, and is easily and 
cheaply kept. Ordinarty, they 
have short backs, with wide loins 
and shoulders; broad chest, mus- 
cular arms, and large second 


thigh, plenty of bone, and good, 
sound, large feet. Much I note, 
has been written about the heavy; 


clumsy horse. I want to say, 
as this is my first communica- 
tion, that there is no better styled 
horse for action and fine car- 
riage than the Shire horse, and 
one of the highest steppers ever 
known, was bred from the En- 

lish draft mare by Mr. Skelton 

malley of Whittlesea, and fetch- 
ed one of the highest prices ever 

id for a harness or driving 

orse, namely, $5,000. I simply 
state this to correct a frequent 
misstatement of fact. 

The home of the Shire'and draft 
horse I mighf fairly and truth- 
fully, so far asI know, say is the 
the fen or lowland which borders 
thereon, such as Lincolnshire, 
Huntingdonshire and Northamp- 
tonshire. The higher lands of 
these three last named places 
the other parts o ngiand, so 
suitable for the owth af ‘this 
breed. In fact they do not de- 
velop elsewhere so quickly nor as 
goo . My experience has been 

at whenever I have gone be- 

ond the borders of the fen 
nds with a view to purchase, 
I have not succeeded. The 
horses are either not sound, or 
do not show the arm and muscle 
to be found in the fen districts. 

One might write for a long 
time of the triumphs that have 
been won by horses bred in these 

arts. Itis in these lands that 
Germany, Belgium and 
Russia have bought for years 
the draft Shire,and it was from 
these ba my own immediate 
neighborhood, that I concluded 
to purchase for this country. 
America has a large field, and it 
was not until I had nt. two 
years in America, viz: 1879 and 
1880, buying export cattle at Un- 
ion Stock Yards, that I first saw 
a stallion sold. I had often re- 
marked that the Shire horse was 
one that I believed would ulti- 
mately take well in this country, 
and, accordingly I improved the 
first opportunity that presented 
itself to make an importation. I 
have faith in the future of the 
Shire breed in America,. and 
when I have secured a suitable 
farm upon which tocarry on the 
business I hope to be able to 
demonstrate more fully than has 
yet been done their superiority.

Cereal Crops of Pacific States, 

A correspondent who has given 
the subject much careful atten- 
tion sends the Bulletin the fol- 
lowing: 

From present appearances the 
yield of wheat, barley, oats, etc., 
this year will be far larger for 
the Pacific States than ever be- 

In 1880, notwithstanding that 
avery severe norther prevailed 
toward the end of May, doing 
considerable damage to the large 
wheat fields of Merced and Colu- 
sa counties and all along the San 
Joaquin, with an acr of some 
2,800,000 in wheat, Californja, 
according to the figures of Mr. 
W. F. Babcock, President of the 
Chamber of Commerce, gave 
close on to 58,000,000 bushels, or 
nearly twenty-one bushels wheat 
to the acre. This year it is esti- 
mated that we havé 3,400,000 
acres in wheat. We have had 
abundant “later rains,” but little 
warm weather, and no scorching 
northers. Many claim that un- 
der such circumstances the aver- 
age would be greater than 1880 ; 
but supposing it to be ten to fif- 
teen per cent less, or, say, eight- 
een bushels to the acre, it is not 
improbable that we will have a 
total crop of 62,000,000 bushels 
of wheat. The average in bar- 
ley is greatly increased. High 
prices last season induced an im- 
mense sowing. The lowest esti- 
mate gives the acreage at 760,000 
in this grain, whih at the low 
average of twenty-five bushels to 
the acre, would be 19,000,000 
bushels. It would be no fight of 
fancy to put the average at thir- 
ty bushels to the acre, inasmuch 
as many fields along the Salinas 
are said to promise eighty or 
ninety bushels, whilst the Islands 
are thought to be safe for even 
larger yields. The acreage in 
oats and j corn can be safely ap- 

roximated for California at 
400,000, which at thirty bushels: 
to the acre would give 12,000,000 
bushels. rye and — 
grains, , beans, ete., 150, 
would a moderate es- 
timate, and a yield of thirty 
bushels to the acre equally so, 
this would give 4,500,000 bushels. 
From Oregon and Washington 
Territory reports are almost uni- 
formly go Usually reliable 
authorities claim that they will 
have an exportable surplus of 
from 350,000 to 450,000 tons of 
wheat. Taking the smaller fig- 
ure and adding to it 150,000 tons 
for seeding and home consump- 
tion, their united wheat crop 
would exceed 16,000,000 bushels, 
and for barley, oats, etc., they can 
safely be calculated on for at 
least 3,000,000 bushels. These 
figures would sum up:

An illustration of how the 
Oregon cattle men have killed 
the goose that laid the golden 
egg is afforded by the present as- 

tof the beef market. Good 

f steers are scarce here, and 
in Portland they readily com- 
mand $100 per head; and the de- 
mand is greater than the supply. 
This arises from the 
fact that two years ago the beef- 
growers could not resist the high 
prices then offered, and they sold 
off all their two and three-year- 
olds, leaving on hand only the 
old steers and young calves. 
Last year the country was again 
ransacked by beef-buyers from 
the East and from California, 
and all good stock was eagerly 
taken up. The temptation to 
realize on the present high prices 
is almost irresistible and there 
are some instances where dairy- 


ness and sent their cows to the 
hands of the butcher. It looks 
now asif the pre-eminence that 
Oregon beef once enjoyed cannot 
be regained for years at least. 
The present stock to breed from 
is old and poor in character, and 
the raising of beef is analogous 
to the cultivation of the soil; 
that is, it takes time and careful 
selection of material to insure 
success. 


The Care of Implements. 


The agricultural implements 
required torun an average farm 
cost from fifteen hundred to two 
thousand dollars. Despite this 
many farmers are very care- 
less in caring for them, often 
leaving reapers and mowers 
stand outin the yard or make 
a temporary roof over them.

Farmers as arule do 
not use enough paint on their 
tools. One dollar’s worth of 
paint will save five in imple- 
ments. There should be a paint 
pot and brush on every farm; 
as paints can be bought ready 
mixed; whenever, wagon-wheels, 
lows or harness need it the 
rush can be quickly run over 
them. It is time and money well 
spent.—|Cleveland Leader.

They permit 
their daughters’ girlhood to slip 
by without accustoming them to 
any care or responsibility. They 
forget that to make their children 
useful and helpful in youth will 
lay the foundation of more true 
happiness and enjoyment than 
aa be found in a life of indo- 
lence and selfishness They for- 
get that there are home lessons 
each day that should have equal 
thought and attention with those 
that are enforced at school, if 
they would fit their daughters for 
‘cheerful home-makers. 

If our girls grow up with no 
higher ambition than to pass 
through their school education 
with only the amount of know-. 
ledge which will be deemed re- 
spectable in fashionable circles, 
devoting all time out of school to 
street walking and silly gossip, 
With not one moment given to 
domestic duties, whe can wonder 


that they make indolent, incom- | 


petent house-keepers? Now and 
then we find one whose natural 

ood sense has not entirely been 
destroyed or perverted by the 
indulgence or carelessness of the 
mother. If such a one marries, 
and truly loves her husband, she 
will throw off the fetters. and 
have courage to study the art of 
housekeeping until she becomes 
an expert in the business. If she 
would do this, by quick observa- 
tion and thoroughly systematic 
management, she will build up a 
delightful home, where husband 
and children alike will rise up 
and call her blessed. 


The Self-Made Girl. 


The American girl long ago 
perceived that while for domestic 

urposes mothers were invalua- 

le, for actual purposes they 
might be of little use. In other 
eountries it is an uncommon 
thing for a girl to go into society 
whose mother had not _ been 
through the same career before 
her. But this is an everyday 
oceurrence with us. New Yor 
(says the Evening Post) is full of 
mothers who never would have 
had a glimpse of society had it 
not been for the enterprise and 
dash of their children. Socially, 
such children must be self-made, 
in the sense that they must pick 
up their social standards ‘and 
ont not at home from their 
parents, but at school, on the 
avenue, at Delmonico’s and other 
places. Their humble mothers 
can do no more in a positive so- 
cial way for them than his father 
ean do for the self-made man. 
In making their career there 
reigns an absolute equality 
among girls, like that among 
men under the constitution. An 
ambitious, industrious, long- 
headed girl may, without any 
family, have a much greater suc 
cess than a girl whose ancestors 
have lived for two whole gen 
erations in the same house, and 


who can even tell her and- | 


mother’s maiden name. hese 
facts explain in a measure the 
popularity of the Delmonico balls 
—an institution unknown in oth- 
er countries—where the relation 
of parent and child are not 
thrown in] a girl’s teeth, and the 
chaperoning is done apparently 
by contract. They meet the cry- 
ing want of a self-made girl— 
society without a mother. 


Water Drinking. 


Children are apt to drink more 
water than they need. You doubt 
it, my dear child? When you 
come in the house panting and 
thirsty from play, you will take 
a tumbler of water and drink it 
down as fast as you can, and 
then resume your play after 
rushing out, and perhaps repeat 
the drink. Now, ,the next time 
you feel thirsty try this experi- 
ment: Take a goblet of water 
and slowly sip it. Before it 1s 
half gone your thirst will be ful- 
ly quenched, and you will feel 
better for having drunk only 
that which you need. And again, 
we are all apt to acquire the 
habit of drinking while eating 
our meals. Animals don’t do it. 
and it is hurtful to us. Nature 

ives us all the saliva we need 
and if any one will chew his food 
slowly and thoroughly, and not 
take a swallow or drink until 
hegh enting the desires to do 
so will soon leave, and he will re- 
quire only a few sips of water, 
tea or coffee after the meal is 
finished. This practice, too will 
do wonders in the way of keep- 
ing off indigestion, dyspepsia and 
ijlness. 


Why Women Break Down. 

Concerning. the

co ogee and its effect in break- 
ing down their health, Dr. Tuke, 
an English writer upon nervous 
disorders, says that. “idleness 
and.-ignorance are much more 
prolific causes of disease among 


women than overwork, and they 


are the main causes of hysteria, 
of many ills and evils, and of in- 


anity if not insanity. It is not 
work,” he says, “but worry that 
kills the brain.” He admits the 
breakdowns from overstrain, and 
probably he would admit what 
we add in reference to this mat- 
ter—that what is to be desired is 
more general education of wo- 
men and less special cramming 
of knowledge on the part of a
